Two men in
sailors’ uniforms entered, asking
for cake and milk, which they
consumed there. They both were
observed and noted by two ladies

could loot the register and escape
through the back room. But they
found ‘no egress there and became
panic stricken. They left most of
the cash and tried to walk out
calmly, their victim being uncon-
sclous.’” But passersby had heard
the cry and were searching the
cause. “TWo men were seen fleeing
up Mesa street and down Fifth,
and the ladies and men who saw
them are confident they can iden-
tify them if given an opportunity.

opening cases. Upon this steel,
found by an officer of the Idaho
after the excitement was all over,
was found blood spots and hair,
mute evidence entirely overlooked
by the two detectives detailed to
the case.

Mr. Trefry was rushed to the
Emergency Hospital, where, fwo
deep lacerations of the scalp re-
quiring ten stitches to close, and
a nugly bruise at base of the brain,
were treated.
